The tes- 
timony disclosed the fact that Torrence 
had not been seen alive at the farm since 
Feb. 14, when Mr. H. gave the deceased 
$30. He had come to Decatnr and re- 
mained in the city that night, attending 
the Lotta performance. Torrenoe was a 
hard drinker, and this failing of his prob- 
ably caused him to take his life. He had 
worked for Mr. Harrington two years, 
and had promised him that he would 
keep sober, He probably got on a spree 
the 14th, and being ashamed of his weak- 
ness Mr. Harrington thinks he resolved 
to kill himself. • 


Torrenoe would scarcely ever talk 


about his people, but at one time he 
stated that his mother was living at Tay- 
lorville, and he mentioned a man named 
Ogden who resides in the same vicinity. 
His age was about 40 years, On the body 
of the deceased Mr. P. found the following 
article: One silver watch, Elgin make; 
one pocket knife, pair of mittens, $4.25 in 
cash, tobacco box and tobacco, nnd a col- 
lar button. 


The jury returned the following ver- 


dict; "That Isaac Torrenoe came to his 
death by suicide, by taking an overdose 
of laudanum, by his own hand, and we 
believe that he was ashamed to come into 
the house, having promised to do better 
once before." 


The coroner brought the body to his 


office where it will be kept until word can 
be received from the mother or other rel- 
atives ot the deceased. 


The Old Hero Gives a Graphic Ac- 


count of the Battle of Shlloh. 


From 


It was on the morning ot Sunday, 


April 6th, 1862, that the famous buttle of 
Shiloh commenced, und it ended on Mon- 
day morning in the complete rout of the 
Babels, aided by the reinforcements 
brought by Buell from Savannah. Last 
night, at the Opera House, under the au- 
spices of Dunham Post No. 141, Q. A. R., 
that old hero, Gen. Ben. M. Prentiss, who 
was in the "hornet's neat" all day Sunday, 
told the story of the battle, and he made 
the graphic recital intensely interesting 
from beginning to end, holding the atten- 
tion of his audience for over two hours. 
The General was presented by Captain 
Kenan, who prefaced the introduction by 
calling attention briefly to what bad been 
written about the buttle in magazines 
and newspapers. 


The General, who IB a man of 65 years 


of age, and of dignified appearance, was 
warmly aeoeived, and as he talked rapidly 
and clearly, his audience seemed to lose 
eight of the lecturer in the thrilling ac- 
count of the memorable struggle. He 
»aid the battle of Shiloh was the greatest 
battle ever fought on the face of the earth 
—one in which 60,000 men were engaged, 
and in which 21,000 were hilled or wound- 
ed. Gen. Prentiss was in command of 
the 6lh division, and was encamped in the

front and some distance in advance of 
Sherman's, W. H. L. Wallace's, Hurlbut's, 
Stewart's and McOlernand's divisions, on 
the morning of the battle.

Prentiss 
moved his command in advance a half 
mile and fired at the .Rebels, repulsing 
them, but they came on in such vast 
numbers that he was compelled to fall 
back to the Old Road, east of the Peach 
Orchard, where he held his ground, aided 
by W. H.L. Wallace's division, until after 
four o'clock in the evening. He describ- 
ed minutely the various situations of the 
different divisions during the day, and 
told how the Bebels, taking advantage of 
the broken lines—gaps in the Federal 
lines that had not been closed at any time 
—had finally cut off supplies, surrounded 
the sixth division with a circling fire and 
compelled their surrender. The Federals 
ia the "h jrnet's nesk" were without am- 
munition, but it was not until at 5:80 
o'clock that the white flags were lifted, 
and not until the sun had gone down that 
Prentiss' men were marched from the 
spot that the General had told Grant at 
nine o'clock in the forenoon he would, by 
the eternal, hold until dark. 


In this connection the lecturer paid a 


glowing tribute to Gen. Grant. Some 
people had stated that Gen. Grant was 
not at Shiloh until late in the evening. 
He knew better. ,He bad taken him by 
the hand opposite Peach Orchard in the 
old road and had talked with him. He 
had promised Grant then that he would 
hold the position until dark, and he had 
kept his word. The General grew grandly 
eloquent as he denounced those who 
would do injustice to Grant, and said: 
"He that intimates, he that insinuates 
that Grant

bravest generals known in the history

Why It Slioolil be TraimportoJ In the 


Winter Season! 


When it is found desirable to dig out 


muck from that portion of a meadow 
which is away from'the hard landv it is 
difficult to get it home except when the 
ground is frozen hard enough to1 bear 
up the horse. As the muck eventually 
freezes quite deep and hard; if not quite 
dry, it is best to improve the earliest op- 
portunity to get home a supply for the 
coming year; if left until towards spring 
it is much more difficult to load it. Some 
meadows are dry enough so the muok 
can be dug out in the winter; when 
such is the case it enables-the farmer 
to- do this work at a season when he is- 
comparatively at leisure; but as a> 
rule muck must be dug in the early, 
autumn when the springs and streams 
are low; at such times some meadows 
are hard enough to cart over, so the 
muck can at once be carted to hard 
land as soon as il is dug out; but when 
a meadow is some distance from borne it! 
is best to let the muck remain near the 
meadow until it becomes comparatively 
dry, it is then much lighter to remove, 
and if quite dry can be easily loaded ia 
the coldest weather. 


While it seems to be a well settled 


fact that it will not pay to haul largo 
quantities of wet green muck even a 
short distance, to put ia the barn cel- 
lar; it seems to be equally a well settled 
fact that it will pay to haul fine dry 
mack several miles in sufficient quanti- 
ties to absorb the liquids of the barn. 


A farm that is not well supplied with 


muck is deficient in one important ele- 
ment; this should always be considered 
•when a farm is to l>e purchased. 
The 


quantity of muck that is 
be used 


must depend on the quality of it, the 
ease with which it can be obtained, 
together with the character of the soil 
to which the manure in to be applied. 
Muck that is two years old which will 
become very fine on drying, may be 
used very liberally on dry, sandy land, 
but on a heavy wet soil only just 
enough should be used to absorb the 
liquids. One cord of muck every year 
for each horse and horned animal 
would be a very liberal supply, and per- 
haps quite as much as would be profit- 
able even on a farm of light land; it 
more is to be used on such land it 
would be better economy to haul it 
directly on the land during the win- 
ter and in the spring plough it under, 
and thus mix it directly with the soil; 
but muck thus applied ihould be dug 
out several seasons before using, thus 
freeing it from undesirable acids.—Mtu- 
lachusetts PUiugkman.

Tbe 
immense hotels, of which there are a dozen or 
more, a>-e all crowded to oserllowlng, the 
boarding houses and private residences are 
in pretty much the same condition, and the 
place has the air of an eternal circus or holi- 
day. 
The curiosity shops are crowded all day

Cost of a Storm.

"How much does the snow block- 


ade of this winter cost the Wabash?" 
was asked of Mr. Wade, the super- 
intendent of transportation yester- 
day. 


"Well, that would be hard to say," 


was the reply. "If we kept a regular 
storm account we might form an idea 
on short notice; as it iis I don't think 
I could make even an approximate 
guess. 
We employ hundreds of 


men on a day's notice to shovel away 
the snow and one day of the work, 
more or less, of course makes a great 
difference in the total expenses. 
Then we have damages to our en- 
gines and other things which swell 
the bill. Exactly what this winter's 
storms have cost'us we will not know 
until the end of March,, supposing 
that we had seen the end of the 
heavier storms. The principal item 
of loss, however, is the loss of busi- 
ness. I suppose this weather makes 
a difference of $15,000 or $20,000 a 
day to us. Passenger travel is not 
BO bad. 
This season of the year is 


never chosen for pleasure travel in 
our direction at least, and people 
who have do any journeying on busi- 
ness must travel anyway." 


Mr. Wade has a pocket memoran- 


dum in which he keeps an accurate 
account of the different trains every 
week, reducing the total to the earn- 
ings per mile.

The President's Salary. 


The salary of the President of the 


United States is 150,000 a year, or 
$127 a day. 
This, however, is not 


the sum total of expenses necessary 
to the support of the figure-head of 
the national government. The esti- 
mate of the amount which congress 
is to appropriate this year calls for 
an additional 136,046 to pay the sal- 
aries of his subordinates and clerks. 
His private secretary is paid $3,250, 
his assistant private secretary $2,250, 
his stenographer, $1,800, two door- 
keepers who each get $1,200, four 
other other clerks each getting good 
salaries, one telegraph operator, one 
ushers getting $1200 and $1000, a 
night usher getting $1200, a watch- 
man who gets $900, and a man to 
take care of the fires who receives 
$864 a year. In addition to this 
there is set down $8,000 for inci- 
dental expenses, such as stationery, 
carpets, and the care of the presiden- 
tial'atables. And farthur on undur 
soother heading there is a demand 
for nearly $40,000 more.

$12,500 is for repairs and refurnish- 
ing the White House; $2,500 is for 
fuel; $4,000 is for the green house, 
and $15,000 is for gas, matches and 
the etablea. 
The White House all 


told costs the country in connection 
with the prbsident considerably over 
$125,000 a year.

A successor to Representative Logan 


will be fleeted at the earliest dote con- 
sistent with tbe law, and this will be the 
21si of March 
At first it was thought 


by some that the Governor conld issue 
the warrant for a special election for 
an earlier date, but upon examination it 
was fonnd that the stalnte would not per- 
mit of this. But all the necessary steps 
were taken promptly. As soon as Repre- 
sentative Logan's death became known 
t-'ecretery of State Dement telegraphed 
to tbe county clerk of Wbitefcide county, 
nt Morrison. Tbe county clerk at once 
telegraphed back to Gov. Og'efby the 
necessary legal notice of Representative 
Lognn'8 death and the vacancy which ex- 
ists in the representation of the Nine- 
teenth District in the Legislature. On 
receipt of this telegram Governor Ogesby 
held a consultation with Attorney Gen- 
eral Hunt, Secretary Dement, and several 
of the Republican Senators and House

The 
expenditures were $413,719.36, of 
which $35,019,84 was in anticipa- 
tion of the tax levy-o.E 1884-85. The 
total bonded indebtedness of the 
city is shown to be, eiclusive of 
bonds in judgment in the United 
States Court, $837,850. The judg- 
ment remaining against the city in 
the United States Court amount to 
only $20,720 64. Of the outstand 
ing bonded indebtedness, $712,100 
is ou registered bonds, bearing 5 per 
cent, interest. 
The amount of out- 


standing bonds on which the inter- 
eat is payable by the city, is $131,- 
750. 
Thase bear 7 and 8 per cent, 


interest. 
The tax levy of 3 884 was 


$151,000, of which $87,000 was fur 
the city, and $04,000 for schools.

Leaving Decatur at 10 o'clock on Satur- 
day night (the train was nearly firehoni* 
late) with every turn ot the wheel bring- 
ing reminders of the (rigidity ot tht 
weather in the crunching, crashing sound 
that locomotion only produoea when th* 
mercury ii cutting! capers among the 
•mat) figure* near the lower end of the 
tube, we had not got ont ot the bloated 
state ot Illinois until the BDOW showed 
only in rare pstcb.ee, and the ground 
showed that springy appearance that lie- 
tokens the near approach of the vernal 
season. Long before nightfall theditohe* 
along the ruilroad showed ice only in 
occasional patches, and by fiun set the 
last vestige of solidified water faded from 
sight. Morning found ua among the 
pines ot Ljmalnna, and though the early 
hours were chilly the garden patches, with 
their early greenery, cabbages end ptias 
in well defined rows, and an occasional 
orange tree with its golden ulobes shining 
out from its dense foliage, all tended to 
convince the recent dweller among the 
snows that here at least he could dit-miw 
for the time all the cares of fire-making, 
and forget that anthracite costs eight dol- 
lars a ton.
